Austin, Jan. t8.—Patrick Mor­ 
ins Neff of Waco was inaugurated 
I governor of Texas at noon today 
at a joint session of the Thirty- 
seventy legislature, the oath of 
¡office

administered

¡Chief Justice Nelson Phillips of 
¡the stale supreme court in the 
¡presence of 5,000 persons, 
who 
crowded the floor of the house of 
¡representatives and the galleries. 
I The inaugural ceremonies were 
¡simple but impressive, and an un­ 
usual feature was the presence 
¡for the first time in the history 
of Texas of a delegation of dia- 
jtinguished Mexican officials, in­ 
cluding two govemors-eleet and 
their staffs, and 
General 
Perea 
¡Trevino, chief of staff of the 
Mexican army and personal rep­ 
resentative of President Obregon. 
In the administration 
of tbe 
oath to the new governor 
lieutenant governor, Chief Jus­ 
tice Phillips nsed the same his­ 
toric bible which has served for 
such* ceremonies since the days of 
Sam Houston. 
Governor Neff and Lieutenant 
Governor Davidson repeated the 
oath, whieh could be heard in the 
distant portions of the hall of the 
bouse. 
At 11:50 o ’clock the joint com­

M. Neff, which was the signal for 
an outburst of applause.
